Neltbar Lore 
nor Uoaey coold btiy Ralalna. bnt our 
good red eharriaa dried wlthoot the 
irftsa. did almost as wall, aad happily 
Uncle fiUmaon stUI had aome apieea in 
store. The tablea wara aet In the Din- 
ing Hall, aad ereo that big room had 
no spnee {o wara whan we were ail 
aeated.
